Sweden. Reports 
Fires Left Burning 


Early Swedish reports’ said the 
raid left great: fires burning in 
the outer districts of Berlin 
where most of the capital’s heavy 
industry is concentrated. The 
centre of the city, heavily pul- 
verized in previous attacks, ap- 
parently escaped further damage. 

The Bérjin correspondent of the 
Swedish newspaper Aftonbladet 
said the first of Thursday night's 
bombs fell about 8 p.m! with the 
full force ofthe attack concen- 
rated into about.a half hour. He 
said the raid was considered “one 
of the worst” of the 12 blows but 
was not on the scale of the first 
attacks. 


Berlin radio, making its usual 
claims that the raid was a “terror 
attack,” said that “great damage 
was done, especially in residen- 
tial quarters.”

NO ENDORSERS NEEDED 
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THE BROAD VIEW 


FR EGARDL ESS OF THE DICTUM OF 
Field Marshal Smuts and the declaration 
of Viscount Halifax in Toronto last Monday, 
particularly as these two utterances concern 
the internal relations of the British Com- 
monwealth and Empire, part of the Speech 
from the Throne with which the new session 
of Parliament.was opened at Ottawa yester- 
day clearly enunciated the external policy 
which the present’ government of this Dom- 
inion intends to pursue, The brevity of its 
phraseology adds to the emphasis of its 
practical intent. ‘Canadians are told that the 
time has come when all the. nations “now 
united in the common purpose of winning 
the war” should seek “unitedly” to ensure 
an enduring peace. From this declaration 
of the obvious the reference proceeds: 

“The dangers of future aggression can be re- 
moved, and world sectirity attained, only by’ « 
general international organization of peace-loving 
nations. You will accordingly be invited to ap- 
prove Canadian participation in the establishment 
of an organization to further mations! security 
through international co-operation. While the 
postwar objective of our external policy is- world 
security and general prosperity, the postwar ob- 
jective of our domestic policy is social security 
and human. welfare.” 


Prime Minister Smuts’ envisioned four 
groupings: The British Empire, the United 
SURPASS MEL an gtd ine et 
Britain associated with the smaller democ- 
“pacles OY Western Europe and strength 
in her Influence by a 1944 model of imperial 
federation. No doubt because he was speak- 
tig IW the Iidustrial and economic cetitre of 


the Dominion which long ago rejected the | 


idea of centralization of empire policy in its 
widest application, Viscount Halifax tip-toed 
gingerly down the corridor of time to consult 
the. evolutionary processes. through which 
Canada had gone to reach her present na- 
tional status and her position among the 
nations of the world. He tarried awhile to 
look at the Statute of Westminster, to weigh 
its implications in their broadest meaning, 
and came to the conclusion that this docu- 
ment was, after all, really a “Declaration of 
Interdependence.” Nor will anybody seriously 
quarrel with that definition; in it lies its 
potency. But when the eminent statesman 
alluded to the “dilemma” which faced the 
Dominions ‘on Sept. 3; 1939-—a repetition of 
the circumstances: which obtained a quarter 
of a century earlier—he might well have 
placed more emphasis on the effective man- 
ner in which the Dominions met the situation 
which then presented itself to them. In 1914, 
we recall, it was the Kaiser who visualized 
an Empire falling apart under the impact of 
his challenge; his successor 25 years later 
was certain of complete disintegration when 
the bell sounded for the second round of the 
original conflict to begin. So much for the 
“dilemma.” But let Lord Halifax explain it 
in his own. way: 

“What then is the solution? There is the road 
of national isolation. They (the Dominions) can 
choose in peace, and after full deliberation, the 
course that they rejected in 1939. They can say 
“and who should attempt to gainsay them?— 
that their foreign policy will be unconcerned with 
any but their own immeciate national interests; 
that it will not reflect an underlying unity of 
idea] er strive towa~ds unity in action; that they 
will neither defend others, nor expect others to 
defend them.” 

Admittedly, the Dominions have grown 
up; they have accepted, with good or bad 


in general. And it will be agreed that this 
presupposes a willingness to accept more of 
the responsibilities of partnership In the 
Commonwealth—not forgetting, incidentally, 
their respective contributions. to the disposal 
of the two “dilemmas.” Lord Halifax's sug- 
gestion of a new isolationism, however, need 
not be considered seriously, “Science has so 
shrunk the world that this and other out- 
moded philosophies belong to a day long 
past. What happens in one part of the world 
is of immediate concern to what happens 
thousands of miles distant; and Victoria is 
only 60 hours by plane from the remotest 
outpost of civilization. And what relation- 
ship could Canadian Isolationism, for ex- 
ample, have to the general concept of the 
new world order envisaged by. the United 
Nations and by the conferees at Moscow 
three months ago? 

More frequent consultation between the 
Jeaders of the component parts of the British 
family naturally would contribute to the 
Empire's influence in the “international qr- 
ganization of peace-loving nations” for which 
the Ottawa pronouncement bespeaks Can- 
ada’s support and membership. But it must 
be patent to Lord Halifax that it was the 
looseness of the tie, the right to exercise the 
“greatest latitude” of which he spoke in 
Toronto, which had bound the Common- 
wealth -firmly together and automatically 
produced unity of action against the common 
enemy. In other words, the King govern- 
ment’s formula for enduring peace is based 
on the assumption that ‘the old order—of 
spheres of influence, balances of power, and 

other special arrangements—is as extinct as 
the dodo, Obviously the Canadian Prime 
‘Ministerts relying upon world commonsense 
to replace the mischievous. practices of the 
past—-to which, of course, Canada has been 
a party. The simplicity of this outlook is at 
least part of the answer to the fears of 
Field Marshal Smuts and Viscount Halifax. 








DOWN TO BRASS TACKS 


ANADIANS IN GENERAL WILL 

heartily applaud the King government's 
intention to create three new departments to 
deal with some of the Dominion’s major 
postwar plans and problems. One is to be 
a department of veterans’ affairs to attend 
to the rehabilitation and re-establishment 
ef members of the armed forces, and the 
administration of veterans’ pensions and 
allowances. A second will confine itself to 
reconstruction and promote and co-ordinate 
planning for national development and post- 
war employment. And the third will be 
concerned with social welfare and organize 
and assist in administering the activities of 
the federal government in the fields of 
health and social insurance. 

Inherent in the foregoing is the promise 
of practical performance. It represents the 
forward-looking lead which the country had 
expected. That the problems to be faced 
and solved will be complex and numerous 
can be taken for granted. One has only to 
cast his mind back to the aftermath of the 
first Great War to realize something of the 
nature Of the task with which the govern- 
ment will be confronted... It is getting more 
than a mild taste of it already; and its 
delicacy and difficulty are-assuming a. pat- 
tern: which will demand both courage in 
attack and elasticity in administrative policy 
if much heart-burning and disappointment 
are to be avoided. Nor should we expect, 
with all the good intentions in the world and 
with every conceivable legislative measure, 
that a formula calculated to anticipate every 
contingency will be discovered. ‘The enor- 
mity of the problem in all its ramifications, 
however,,.obviously will lose many of its 
departmental terrors under the three fold 
system which the Speech proposes. 

Fortunately for the nation as a whole 
and for those various branches of the public 
service involved—both new- and old—the in- 
formation now in possession of the govern- 
ment should be readily convertible into 
practical poticies.

100,000 HOUSES A YEAR 
‘HE EXTENT TO WHICH CANADA'S 
housing shortage is to be made good 
after the war is indicated in Canadian 
Welfare by George S. Mooney, one of the 
government's authorities on housing He 
estimates that with 25 per cent of our exist 
ing houses.obsolescent, some 250,000 new 
ones will be required to rehouse the lowest 
income group, and 100,000 more to supply 
the demands of the middle income class. 
To provide for population expansion, he 
estimates. these groups will need 150,000 
additional houses -over a fivewear period. 
This would mean a total of 500,000 new 
houses built in Canada-at the rate’ of 100,- 
000 a year for five years. 

Mr. Mooney places the cost of the whole 
program at $1,700,000,000. On the basis of 
the James Reconstruction Committee's cal- 
culations that every $400,000,000 spent on 
housing provides employment for 223,000 


men for a year, a program of the dimensions | 


outlined by Mr, Mooney would take care 
of a good deal of any unemployment prob- 
lem that might threaten at the end of the 
war. Besides the jobs directly created in 


the building field, there would be the fn-| 


direct stimulus to employment on every 


side because of the huge wage distribution. | 


Beyond. considerations of employment, 
there is the fact that good housing con- 
stitutes one of the best investments, eco- 
nomiéally and socially, a government can 
make. On_ past records, national housing 
loans are nearly all repaid. Where there 
js any difficulty, the government |is pro- 
tected by the soundest security. But of 


r | greater importance is the fact that any im- 
grace, the benefits of the larger association , 


provement in living conditions, such as pro 
duced by better housing, repays the na- 
tion over and over in terms of a healthier, 
happier and more efficient people.

gation of slums, delinquency and disease 
in the United States capital, the Herr Doktor 
Goebbeis' propaganda broadcasters are tell- 
ing the people of the Third Reich that 
“Washington was-once considered a beauti- 
ful city, Under war conditions, however, it 
is deteriorating, physically and spiritually.” 
Much play is made by the Berlin chatterers

like to try it. Cut up some two- 
inc’ square pieces of good fibrous 
turf. Turn the sod upside down 
and scoop out of each piece, 
a hole big enough to ‘10ld-one 
broad bean seed, then fill up the 
hole again with the pieces you 
took out. Space these blocks of | 
turf alternately, six.inches apart 
in flat-béttomed, generously ma- 
nured nine-inch wide drills, two 
inches deep in heavy soil and 
three inches in light. ‘This sod 
has a quantity of good plant food 
in which helps in giving quicker 
and more vigorous growth. 

By whichever method you sow, 
as.soon as the seedlings are one 
inch high, stir in alongside them, | 
without actually touching the 
foliage, a dose of sulphate of am- | 
monia at the rate of one ounce 

2 yard of row. As nobody can | 
guarantee every seed will grow, | 
it is wise to plant a few extra | 
seeds in a reserve border, to pro- 
vide plants for gap filling.

Seminole Indians 


Most Seminole Indians live ‘n 
Oklahoma today, but when we 





read about them we usually find | 


that they are called “the Semi- | 
| noles of lorida.” 

That is because Florida used to 
be their homeland, The great 
| majority of them lived there dur- 
jing a period of more than 60 
| years, 

When Spaniards first entered 
‘Florida, they found no people 
known as Seminoles. The name 
was not given to these Indians 
until about the year 1775. 

The name “Seminole” 
from the language of the Creek 
Indians, and it means “runaway,” 
The Seminoles are a branch. of 
the Creek tribe, and they began 
leaving their relatives shortly 
before the American Revolution. 
They had been living around the 
coast of the Gulf of Mexico, but 
made their way southward inte 
the heart of Florida. 

There was another 
call the Seminoles “runaways.” 
Hundreds. of negro. slaves: ran 
from their plantations and joined 
the Seminoles in Florida, ‘These 
negroes married with Me Indias 
to such an extent that there are 
few Seminoles of pute Indian 
blood living today, 


reason to 


Until 1819 Florida was--under 
the rule of Spain. When run- 
away slaves went there, they ob- 
tained freedom, and with _ the 
Seminoles, they started many 
towns and villages 

Most of the settlements had 
Indian names, such Welika 
Wewoka, but others were 
given English names. ‘These in 
cluded Fowl Town, Big Ham 
mock and Negro“Town:” One was 
known Mulatto Girls’ Town 
and another as Bowlegs’ Town! 

In 1818 Gen, Andrew Jackson 
invaded Florida with 3,000 Ameri- 
can troops to punish the Semi 
who had made raids on 
American border villages. The 
next year the United States pre- 
pared a treaty for the purchase 
of. Florida from Spatn 
treaty was finally approved 
1821 

Jackson defeated the 
noles, but most of the 
escaped, In later years there was 
long warfare with mixed 
Indians ‘and negroes, 
the
